TIRUS OF SUBSCRIPTION 
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THE TRUCK STORE. 


On Jan 17, 1889, Mr. Mooney Introduced 


a bill into the house which was described 
in it* title as "An act to provide for the 
payment of wages In lawful money, and to 
prohibit the truck system, and to proven! 
deduction from wages except for lawful 
money actually advanced." 


This bill came up for passage on April 


10th. 
We want to call attention to the fact 


that Mr. Kretzmger dodged a vote on this 
bill 
His name 13 not in the record, either 


on the negative or the affirmative side. 
Now the miners should ask Mr. Kretzlnger 
why he did not vote on this bill. We have 
seen that he allowed other bills in which 
the laboring people are Interested to die 
an easy and speedy death after first reading 
He conld not kill this bill In the house, bui 
he could make himself solid with the mine 
bosses by refusing it his sanction. 


And you will please remember that 


Kretzlnger did not refuse their bill a vote 
on account of absesee the day it was up 
Just a few minutes before the vote was 
called en this truck store bill Mr KreU 
inger was in the house and voted for anoth 
er bill. The bill for which he voted was 
the one that passed immediately before thi 
track store bill was called. 
The bill for 


which he voted re'ated to bridges over 
rtreams that form a boundry line between 
this and another state. The question was 
to exempt such a bridge from taxation 
Kretzinger was in favor of that. 


Tfon are probably not aware that the ex 


•mption of the»e bridges from taxation was 
a burning question; neither is any otbe: 
person in the etate.

The funeral of Mother Josephine was

Mother Joseph, lite mother superior of 


tbe Ureallne convent, died Wednesday 
evening at 8:10 o'clock, at the convent, and 
with her passed away the last of tbe com- 
munity of nuns that came from Englai.d 
with Bishop England. 
The cause of her 


death was cancer of the stomach. Sue ban 
been ailing for several monthii, and hah 
been confined to her bed tbe past 10 days. 


Mother Joseph was born on the Island of 


Maderla in 1815. 
Her name to the world 


was Hattle Wolf, and sbe was tbe daughter 
of an officer In the English army who was 
stationed temporarily in that Island. When 
quite young, her parents placed her In an 
Ursuline convent at Black Rock, Ire- 
land. Here she received bet education, 
aft rwards going to France to perfect ber 
French. Sba then returned to England, 
and Immediately became a nan. Soon after, 
in 1834, sbe (Mime to this country with 
Bishop England, being one of a community 
of nuns who embarked with him and set- 
tled lu South Carolina. Bbe removed from 
there to Springfield In 1657, and has been 
located at the convent since. Since the 
death of her father, which occurred several 
years ago, she has been drawing a pension 
from the English Rovernmmt. Nine yearn 
ago, on acconnt of her advanced years, she 
was superseded a* another superior.
